“It’s probably going to be 
Canbury because that is 
where we got our strongest 
vote, and the Lib Dem is no 
longer a Lib Dem [Councillor 
Tim Dennen].” 

The make-up of Kingston 
Council was unchanged by 
the result.

Three would-be thieves are 
starting lengthy prison sen¬ 
tences after their plan to steal 
cash boxes from a security 
van was dramatically halted 
by armed police. 

Girry Richardson, 20, 
Nicholas George Carter, 20 
and Charlie Critchley, 19, 
were jailed at the Old Bailey 
on Friday, after pleading 
guilty to conspiracy to steal. 

On August 21 last year, the 
three men followed a number 
of security vans travelling 
through south London, using 
a stolen Nissan Juke with 
false number plates. 

Their plan was to steal cash 
boxes - which contained be¬ 
tween £20,000 and £25,000 each

- when the courier’s back was 
turned. But their behaviour 
attracted the attention of the 
Metropolitan Police flying 
squad, who stalked the trio 
and rammed into their stolen 
vehicle in Burlington Road as 
passengers on board a passing 
131 bus looked on. 

Inside the car, officers found 
an angle grinder and a satel¬ 
lite jamming device - which is 
illegal in the UK. 

At the Old Bailey, Richard¬ 
son, of The Hollands, Worces¬ 
ter Park, was jailed for 32 
months, while Critchley, of St 
George’s Gardens, Surbiton, 


and Carter, from Chingford, 
were sentenced to 28 months 
each. 

The court heard how all 
three men had a list of previ¬ 
ous convictions, mostly for 
graffiti at train stations. 

Richardson, however, was on 
licence for robbery at the time 
of his arrest, and the month 
before had been given a com¬ 
munity order for shoplifting. 

Sentencing Richardson, 
Judge Rebecca Poulet said: 
“The fact is you know and I 
know that you had a choice 
when you committed this of¬ 
fence. I have read reports that 
state you have a high risk of re¬ 
offending and having reviewed 
your previous convictions I 


take the view that that is a real¬ 
istic assessment.” 

Sentencing Critchley and 
Carter to four months less 
than Richardson, Judge 
Poulet said: “I am of the view 
that you have considerably 
less serious records. 

“You were not on licence at 
the time and I watched you 
both give evidence in your 
trial. I’m hopeful that you will 
not reoffend when you are 
released.” 

The gang had been cleared 
of conspiracy to rob at a trial 
last month, after the jury ac¬ 
cepted the defendants did not 
plan to use force.

Student used stolen credit card to pay friend’s bill 


A former Kingston University 
student has been slapped with 
community service after pay¬ 
ing accommodation fees using 
a stolen credit card. 

Ahmed Belhaj, 21, fraudu¬ 
lently used the credit card to 
pay £520 for a friend’s accom¬ 
modation on January 5,2011. 

Following his arrest, police 
officers searched his room at 


the Clayhill halls of residence 
in Burney Avenue, Surbiton, 
and found nine blank cheques 
and 27.4g of cannabis. He was 
charged with fraud, possession 
of articles for use in a fraud 
and possession of cannabis. 

Belhaj, of Lynton Road, 
Southwark, originally denied 
knowledge of the card transac¬ 
tion, and said he did not know 


the fellow student whose fees 
he had paid. 

But he changed his plea to 
guilty on the first day of his 
trial last year. 

Addressing Belhaj at 
Kingston Crown Court on 
Wednesday last week, Judge 
Paul Dodgson said: “It is a 
shame that you are in the dock, 
and I am sure that you are 


ashamed of yourself. 

“These offences do not cross 
the custodial threshold.” 

Belhaj was sentenced to 60 
hours unpaid work for fraud, 
and 40 hours of unpaid 
work for possessing the blank 
cheques, to run concurrently. 

Belhaj was also fined £100 for 
possessing cannabis, plus a £15 
victim surcharge.

Tube hero abused child 


A former Red Cross worker who 
rescued commuters from a fatal 
Underground fire has been jailed 
for sexually abusing a young 
child. 

Thomas Egenton, 62, was sen¬ 
tenced to 16 months in prison for 
one count of sexual activity with 
a child, at a hearing at Kingston 
Crown Court on Friday. 

Egenton, of Marina Avenue, 
New Malden, was found guilty 
following a trial in January. 

The court heard how, in Jan¬ 
uary last year, Egenton inappro¬ 
priately touched a young child 
while she was in bed. 

The family found out when the 
child mentioned the incident 
months later. 

Jeffrey Yearwood, defending 
Egenton, said his client was pre¬ 
viously a man of good character, 
who had worked for years as an

electrician before ill health 
forced him into semi-retirement 
in 2009. 

A trained first aider, Egenton 
had previously worked for St 
John Ambulance and the Red 
Cross, and played a part in rescu¬ 
ing people from the King’s Cross 
Tube station fire of 1987. 

Mr Yearwood also said that a 
DVD interview of the child Egen¬ 
ton abused, which was shown to 
the jury, did not suggest she had 
been affected by the ordeal. 

He said: “There is every oppor¬ 
tunity that this will, in fact, 
hopefully be put behind her.” 

His comments drew gasps from 
the victim’s family in the public 
gallery. 

But Judge Susan Tapping said: 


“I can only hope that eventually 
she will have these effects fade in 
her memory and she can return 
to her life as normal. That is im¬ 
possible to predict.” 

Addressing Egenton, Judge 
Tapping said: “You have no in¬ 
sight whatsoever into the serious 
nature you have been convicted 
of or the effect it will have on a 
child of this very young age.” 

Egenton was placed on the sex 
offenders register for 10 years, 
and was forbidden from living in 
the same house as a female 
under the age of 16 for 10 years. 

He was also forbidden from 
having unsupervised contact 
with a female under 16 without 
the consent of the child’s par¬ 
ents, for 10 years.

Campaigners for a new free 
school in north Kingston are set 
to meet with the Department for 
Education (DfE). 

The meeting is likely to take 
place early next month, and a de¬ 
cision on whether the application 
is successful could be made in 
May. 

The proposed secondary school 
would combat parents’ concerns 
about lack of school places, 
Kingston Educational Trust 
members said. 

The trust is a partnership be¬ 
tween Kingston University, 
Kingston College, Kingston Coun¬ 
cil and school improvement part¬ 
nership Education Kingston. 

Richmond Park and North 
Kingston MP Zac Goldsmith said: 
“This is the best news we can 
hope for at this stage, and I am 
sure parents and residents will be 
hugely encouraged, as I am. 

“We are not there yet, and we 
need to keep up the pressure, but 
the momentum is on our side.” 

Kingston Councillor Patricia 
Bamford, lead member for chil¬ 
dren and young people, said she 
had “everything crossed” for a 
positive outcome. 

She said: “We were really 


delighted when we were invited 
along. It is great news because we 
could be getting somewhere. 

“We have worked really hard on 
this bid.” 

Education Secretary Michael 
Gove said he was “very support¬ 
ive” of the bid during a visit to 
Coombe Girls’ School earlier this 
year. 

Laurie South, chairman of 
Kingston Labour, said: “About 
blooming time. This should have 
been done when there was a 
Labour Government. 

“The Lib Dems played around, 
messed around, did nothing. At 
least something is happening, but 


there are a lot of question 
marks.” 

Kingston and Surbiton MP Ed¬ 
ward Davey said the offer of a 
meeting was “excellent”. 

He said: “Kingston desperately 
needs a new secondary school in 
north Kingston and I am pleased 
to hear the discussions are going 
to take place soon.” 

A DfE spokeswoman said she 
would not comment at this stage 
of the application process. 

Free schools are funded by the 
Government but are outside 
council control, and can decide 
curricula, teachers’ pay, and term 
times.

Kingston Council’s plans to 
remove temporary classrooms 
and build four new units were 
due to be discussed by council¬ 
lors at a meeting yesterday. 

Nearby Ellingham Primary 
School was preferred for ex¬ 
pansion and a rebuild, despite 
objections from parents and 
the Chessington District Resi¬ 
dents’ Association (CDRA), 
when money ran out in 2010. 

Matt Sedgwick, Lovelace’s 
deputy headteacher, said the 
development would be some¬ 
thing to be “very proud” of. 

He said: “There will be four 
units, which will replace the 
temporary buildings put in 30 
years ago. 

“Those buildings are on their 
last legs and will be replaced 
by four modern, light, airy 
spaces. We hope that one of the 
rooms will be our library. That 
would be a great space for the 
children to use.” 

The new development will be 
more than double the size of 
the current temporary class¬ 
room space and is designed to 
match existing buildings, ac¬ 
cording to the application. 

New trees will be planted to 


replace ones removed during 
the planned works, and space 
for 45 bikes will be added, bring¬ 
ing the total to 65. No new car 
parking spaces are planned. 

Chessington councillor and 
executive member for children 
and young people Patricia 
Bamford said: “When the in¬ 
creased demand for school 
places became evident in south 
of the borough following the 
expansion and rebuilding of 
Ellingham School, the second 
phase to address the need for 
more places was planned at 
Lovelace. 

“We are glad the school com¬ 
munity are supportive of this 
and look forward to having im¬ 
proved facilities at Lovelace.” 

But members of the CDRA 
raised concerns about traffic 
at a meeting on Tuesday. 

Traffic from parents taking 
children to and from Elling¬ 
ham primary increased after it 
was expanded, they said. 

CDRA chairman Colin 
Punch said later: “The same 
thing could apply to Lovelace 
with more and more people 
coming in and dropping them 
off. It is not an easy thing to 
solve. The council I guess 
has to increase the places for 
people.”

£2 lk ‘theft’

Disrespectful to communist ideals 


Over recent weeks I have 
been mildly interested in the 
letters for and against the 
name Red Square for a space 
upon the site of the former 
Red Lion public house. 

But for Wahid Samedy 
(CNM Estates) to say it would 
be “mindless” to call the site 
Red Lion Square, is undiplo¬ 
matic and clearly disrespect¬ 
ful to local traditions and 
people. 

I visited Red Square 
(Moscow, USSR) in the late 
summer of 1979 and I attach 
a photo of myself, right, in 
the History Museum, 


standing before a stained- 
glass window of Lenin. I 
mention this image because, 
at that time, Lenin was ap¬ 
parently regarded as the 
(secular) patron saint of 
communism, whose image 
and body were regarded as 
holy objects. 

In fact this deep sense of 
spiritual respect, more nor¬ 
mally associated with reli¬ 
gious fervour, was almost 
openly expressed when I was 
evicted from the queue to see 
the body of Lenin in Red 
Square, simply because I was 
wearing shorts - and I was 


wearing shorts because the 
temperature in Moscow in 
August was 90F. 

And I was surprised my 
shorts caused offence, be¬ 
cause as someone who was 
working class and who had 
been raised as an atheist in a 
socialist household, I did not 
then see the rationale for 
spiritual beliefs and, similar¬ 
ly, did not expect to find 
religious fervour at the very 
centre of the officially 
atheist Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics. 

Therefore Red Square 
(Moscow) not only has 


ideological and political 
meaning, but also cultural 
and even spiritual meaning, 
and so because the words 
Red Square are just a money- 
grubbing capitalist market¬ 
ing strategy to sell private 
property, then it as insensi¬ 
tive and as deeply disrespect¬ 
ful to the ideals of 
communism to abuse these 
words, as it would be to the 
spiritual faith of Islam if the 
words were Kaaba Square.

will discover that, far from being

We all want a three bed home 


Survey finds family houses popular with everyone 


A new report suggests that we all want to live 
in a three bedroom property. 

National property firm Strutt & Parker re¬ 
ports that downsizers, first-time buyers and 
buy-to-let investors are all competing for 
three-bed houses. 

The company’s research department says 
three beds are not only the most popular - 
they are also selling the fastest. Many first¬ 
time buyers are bypassing the small starter 
flat for a larger home, which can give much 
needed income in the form of renting out 


rooms to lodgers or friends. 

Rents for property have risen at a very fast 
pace and first time buyers are stretching 
themselves to get the maximum return on 
their investment. Another group looking at 
three bed homes more than in previous years 
are downsizers. These are typically more ma¬ 
ture people who are rattling around in big 
houses after their family have flown the nest. 

They are often looking for three beds as they 
want enough room to entertain the grandchil¬ 
dren or friends when they come to stay or the 


option to convert one of the bedrooms into an 
office. 

The third group pushing up demand for 
three bed homes are buy-to-let investors who 
are looking for a solid investment. These land¬ 
lords are looking for capital growth. 

Stephanie McMahon, head of research at 
Strutt & Parker believes: “Three beds have al¬ 
ways been popular and the economic condi¬ 
tions since 2008 have generated a surge in 
interest. 

“We have seen a marked rise in the number 


of older people looking for smaller, and per¬ 
haps environmentally sustainable homes,” 
she adds. 

“Downsizing also creates the opportunity to 
free up capital and supplement pensions 
which have been hit by fund performance. In 
addition they often want to help their children 
buy homes, although ironically will be com¬ 
peting with them when they downsize.” 

She adds that a slowdown in house building 
has also stoked demand and as a result three 
beds are now carrying a price premium. 



London leads DIY boom 


According to a new survey we Brits plan 
to splash out £4,000 on home improve¬ 
ments over the next 12 months and Lon¬ 
doners will be spending almost double 
that figure - £8,000. 

The survey found: 

■ Young people are likelier to focus on 
comfort and appearance jobs and more 
confident in their DIY abilities, with 
nearly 20 per cent of 16-24 year olds pre¬ 
pared to take on an extension or loft con¬ 
version. 

■ Half of respondents plan to decorate 
and two thirds would tackle decorating 
themselves. 

■ Over a quarter of men said they 


would tackle external jobs such as gut¬ 
tering or roofing. 

■ Over half of those surveyed find 
home improvements a chore but home- 
owners in London, the north east and 
Wales enjoy them the most. 

■ If money was no object extensions 
and conversions (27 per cent) were top of 
the list of improvements people would 
make followed by a new or improved 
kitchen or bathroom (24 per cent). 

■ Half thought an extension or conver¬ 
sion would add the most value to their 
home.

Checkatrade.com.

“We cannot underestimate 
them at all.” 

She added: “But if we play 
against Slough and Canter¬ 
bury in the same manner we 
did against Leicester, then 
I can see there being no 
problems.”
